Moving Day Problem 

Pittsburgh is seeking a solution to the moving 
day turmoil which annually besets not only that 
city but every other metropolis in the country. 
If successful, it may remove from the American 
scene one of its most colorful, yet annoying and 
expensive, events. : 

In Pittsburgh, moving day drops around on 
May 1, rather than on the first of September, 
which has become standardized in Atlanta. The 
Pittsburgh lease survey committee now is con- 
ducting a poll through the co-operation of 
in which.two questions are asked: 
(1) should leases be written to expire one year 
from the date of occupancy, rather than May 1; 
(2) should leases contain a 60-day cancellation 
clause, subject to payment of a _ penalty 
amounting to a fraction of the rent for the un- 
expired months of the lease? 

Moving day Has grown as:an institution be- 
cause it generally is a day more convenient for 
apartment and home owners, those who par- 
ticipate in the annual scramble, to move around 
into more comfortable, or more convenient, 
Yet it is an extremely ex- 
pensive and increasingly annoying habit, both 
for those who have to move and those who 
have to redecorate homes and apartments for 
new tenants over the span of a very few days. 
It creates a tremendous volume of work for 
painters and naperhangers and moving men— 
for a few days—where the work could be done 
over a period of time at more reasonable rates 
and to afford steadier employment. 

‘Atlanta has followed this cutmoded sytem 
for some years new, confronted with a moving 
day. jam of vast proportions. It might be well 
to. watch carefully the Pittsburgh experiment 
and to follow along in a more sensible arrange- 
ment of staggered leases, which would benefit 
all concerned and penalize few. 


For Birth Control

Approval by 77 per cent of the voters, ac- 
cordjng to a recent survey by the American In- 
stitute of Public Opinion, better known as the 
Gallup Poll, of government birth control 
clinics reveals a rising tide of intelligent hu- 
manitarianism in this country. It is not more 
than two or three decades ago when it was 
illegal to distribute birth control literature and 
when anyone publicly advocating it became, 
thereby, a social pariah and the object of pub- 
lic opprobrium. 

Fhe Gallup Poll, of course, takes no sides 
on any public issue. It’s function is to 
the changing-trends of public opfnion and 
to make known its findings. It is as impersonal 
chemist analyzing the content of a test

tube. 

It is interesting to note that the proportion 
of voters in favor of birth control clinics has 
grown Steadily since the first questionnaire on 
this subject was out. In -1936 the figure 
was 70 per cent; in 1937 it was 71 per cent; in 
1938, 72 per cent, and, today, it is 77 per cent. 

Birth control is a concomitant of the in- 
creasing independence of women. The day is 
fast pas when women can be considered 
as merely brood stock for the human race. In- 
telligent control of motherhood is essential if 
many women are not to be doomed to lifelong 
Slavery to their families. 

_It is of special interest to the south to note 
that South Carolina is the first state to adopt 
a plan for. birth control education as a regular 
part of its public health service. The south 
thus provides leadership in another movement 
designed for the emancipation of womanhood 
and,for the improvement of the race of hu- 
mans.

She 
also has a bent for sociology.

and the flood of refugees it sent 
to the United States. 

“Our problem,” she says,
